Mr. Perry Oole, Assistant State 
Mine Inspector, of this city, in- 
forms the Advocate man that he 
has received two complete sets 
of oxygen helmets and other fix- 
tures for use by rescue parties in 
event of mine disasters such as 
gas or dust explosions, or mine 
fire. 

We understand this to be of 
great benefit to the mining in- 
dustry and will prove a decided 
improvement over the old way 
of rescue work. 

Mr Oole informs us that with 
the use of the helmet aparatus 
it is possible for men wearing 
them to enter the mines in any 
kind of poisonous gas ami remain 
for two hours before it is neces- 
sary to return for a new supply 
of oxygen. 

Often miners have been al- 
lowed to die inside the mines 
from suffocation, when they 
were in no way injured by the 
explosion, but only cut oil" from 
the outside by the poisonous gas- 
es. In such cases they ran be 
reached by rescuers wearing these 
helmets and brought to the sur- 
face in safety.

Havs of Hobart have continued at 
work, and it is now their compila- 
tion! hat is now ready for press. 
These three commissioners have 
been working since December 1, 1909 
on their own expense and without 
salary The legislative appropria- 
tion ran out at that date.

himself and Hobart by being one of 
the hhmhUt* who prepared the code 
which has "stuck" and which will 
be the authority. His wide legal 
knowledge has enabled him to fill 
this position with much credit and 
he has more than made good.
